Joe E. Ford Is 
Elected Industrial 
Foundation Head 


The following is from Raymond 
Greenwood’s column in the Burk­ 
burnett Informer Star and will test 
your ability at mental arithmetic. 


“Eight out of ten Americans 
between the age of 25 and 36 cannot 
balance a checkbook, and nearly 
half are unable to fill out a simple 
income tax form without making a 
mistake.” 
So begins an article in a recent 
edition of Newsweek, entitled 
“How much do we learn?” 


There is a lot of concern these 
days with the nation’s educational 
system and the kind of student it 
produces, but I can’t really go 
along with the idea that we are a 
nation of educational infants. 


That is about the way recent 
findings show us in a study by the 
federally funded National Assess­ 
ment of Educational Progress. 
I’m not sure the average guy 
could pass the following test, nor 
his spouse who usually does the 
grocery shopping. But try it 
yourself and see. 
A housewife will pay the lowest 
pricer per ounce for ice if she buys 
it at the store that offers: 
A. 12 ounces for 40 cents. 
B. 14 ounces for 45 cents. 
C. I pound 12 ounces for 85 cents. 
D. 2 pounds for 99 cents. 
Take your pick. 
Forty-seven 
percent of adults who took the quiz 
were wrong. Don’t cheat. The 
answer is at the bottom of this 
column. 
Idea behind the study is to 
d e t e r m i n e 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
achievement in ten areas from 
science to math to social studies 
and literature. In short, just what 
do we know? 
To be honest I had to get out a 
pencil and a pad to find the answer 
to the above quiz. Don’t think I 
could have done it in the grocery 
store. 
However, there isn’t much dif­ 
ference (in the mills) in the price in 
two categories and a mistaken 
answer wouldn’t be hard to get. 
One particular 
concern 
of 
teachers, the article noted, is that 
teachers want a hard look at the 
new math. Is it really working? 
I had the old method and I still 
had trouble with the question. 
But the study may be worth the 
effort, if we can only determine if 
we’re getting our money’s worth 
from the $110 billion a year it takes 
to run the American educational 
system. On the other hand, the 
study may cost more than it’s 
worth, if past federally funded 
studies can be used as examples. 
ANSWER to the quiz above is 
“C”. You’d save nearly a penny a 
pound over the next best choice, 
“D” . But as we pointed out, that’s 
not much difference, and the larger 
package (four ounces more) might 
keep you from having to run back 
to the store quite as often. 
Anyway, why worry? It’s only 
money. 
If you wanted to get the com­ 
parison down that close you ought 
to take a pocket calculator with 
you on the next trip to the grocery 
store. 
If you don’t have one, get one. 
You’ll 
love 
doing 
hardw are 
business with your grocer. 
Just like mops, flashlight bat­ 
teries, kitchen utnesils and other

Ford was elected to the 
board of directors for a three- 
year term during the annual 
meeting. John Watts and Bob 
Craig, whose one-year terms 
had expired, were re-elected 
for new three year terms. 
Mrs. Fred B. Moore Jr. went 
off the board following her 
one-year term. 
The board re-elected its 
other officers which included 
Watts as vice president, S. C. 
Ferguson as treasurer and 
Mrs. 
L. 
C. 
Bonds 
as 
secretary. 
In 
a 
report 
to 
the 
stockholders of the Found­ 
ation it was announced that 
the organization had pur­ 
chased two industrial sites 
during the past year. 
The board purchased the 
downtown 50-foot front lot 
belonging to Eugene Knabel 
for $2,000 and bought the 
downtown 
building 
that 
form erly housed Connally 
Ford Sales from J.P .’s Well 
Service for $13,500. 
The board paid $6,732.21 
down on the building com­ 


monly known as the Wilson 
building and assumed the 
existing loan. The directors 
have leased the building until 
it is needed as an industrial 
site for $125 a month. 
Ferguson, in giving the 
financial 
report 
to 
the 
stockholders reported that 
the 
organization 
had 
collected $13,135.00 in pledges 
to date and had earned 
$393.92 in interest. 
In his report, Ferguson told 
the stockholders that the 
Foundation 
was 
lagging 
behind its goal of $10,000 a 
year in pledges over a five- 
year period and was only 
receiving about $7,500.00 a 
year during its first two 
years. 
It was recommended at the 
stockholders meeting for the 
executive committee to look 
into having signs placed on 
the two properties owned by 
the Foundation indicating 
that they were industrial sites 
and would be available for an 
industrial prospect. 
The directors also recom­ 
mended that the Foundation 
pay off the note on the 
building as soon as the money 
became available to save on 
the interest payments. 
Other directors on the 
board include Bill Feagan, 
Pat Willoughby, and Ray 
Sonnenburg.

Hospital by almost one-half its present floor 
space is planned for the near future, it was 
announced Tuesday by W. L Fletcher Jr., 
chairman of the board of the corporation 
owning the institution Estimated cost of the 
additions has been set by architects at 
$60,000 
The expansion would include a new east 
wing to the present structure, which would 
house a clinic for the doctors who have been 
leasing the hospital from the publicly-owned 
institution; plus consultation rooms and 
special rooms for maternity cases. At 
present the doctors' offices are located in 
the main section, east of the waiting room 
These rooms would be converted into 
patient rooms and a nursery 
The new east wing would contain 5,282 
square feet.
